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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant specifically argues that Suzuki 
does not teach the limitation "the plurality of bitstreams forms a partial order having as its base a common bitstream comprising 
components that are common to each of the plurality of bitstreams" as claimed. As shown in Figure 2, Suzuki teaches the multiplexing 
of multiple bitstreams. One of these bitstreams is the Scene Descriptor (SD). The SD is used by the decoder to produce the base layer 
(Fig. 5). This base layer is further combined with enhancement layers for individual objects in order to provide partial orders ( Col 14 
Lines 35-39, Col 19 Line 5-Col 20 Line 16 ). Further, Suzuki teaches the feature of a base bitstream containing the full image and the 
enhancement layers only enhancing a portion of the video is a known feature of MPEG-4 (Col 10 Lines 49-55). Therefore it is viewed by 
the examiner that Suzuki teaches the requirements of the claims. It is suggested by the examiner to amend the claims to include specific 
characteristics of the base bitstream and partial orders in order to overcome the prior art. 
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
